‘comments 


are sexist 


Editor, State Hornet: 


While it is commendable that 


| the campus police moved quickly 


to apprehend the alleged rapist of 
a CSUS woman last week. it is dis- 
tressing to the sexist 
comments of Public Safety Direc 
tor Donald Yelvert about the 
crime of rape 

Yelverton implies that the raped 
crime 
prevention rules “such as walking 
alone at night. He goes on to say 
that a solution to preventing rapes 
is to increase the self - confidence 
of women and not to build “knuc- 
kle - dragging apes out of females 
through self - defense programs 

Yeiverton’s position is sadly 
very typical. He sees rape as mere 
assault which can be prevented 
or at ‘east minimized by avoid 
ing rape - provoking situations 
What does that mean? Women 
dressing like men so as not to be 
Staying home 
instead of going out? Rape is a 
very violent crime that affects its 
victims much more severely than 
assault. A black eye or bloody nose 
will heal; rape often leaves per- 
manent emotional damage 

The only viable recourse for a 
woman in a society which still 
tends to view rape as the woman's 
fault, is self defense. Self 
defense courses help build the self 
confidence Yelverton would like to 
see. But this is the kind of self - 
confidence that stems from know- 
ing you can defend yourself 

The solution to rape is first to 
recognize the crime for what itis 
violent, terrifying and sick. If the 
problem of rape were attacked 
with the gusto law enforcement of- 
ficers go after murderers and kid- 
nappers, if the courts convicted 
rapists (less than 1 percent of all 
rapists are convicted), if the public 
sympathized with the victims 
instead of searching for 
provocation, great strides would 
be taken toward an effective 
solution

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State lawmakers grapple with energy crisis

Most experts don't see a quick 
solution to the ‘energy crisis” as 
turning off the light plug. Indeed, 
most claim to know little about 
long - term options 

So where does that leave state 
lawmakers, who must grapple with 
the more immediate reality of 
organizing Car pools. allocating in 
creasingly scarce and expensive 
fugl supplies, or assuring in- 
Gustries of an adequate power 
source? 


ANALYSIS 


The results are rising energy 
costs and anxiety about future 
energy supplies. These, in turn 
have prompted a number of 
legislative measures aimed at 
promoting development and 
conservation, and use of solar and 
alternative energy sources 

The major measures presently 
proposed seem to refiect the spec- 
trum of available approaches to 
solving the energy problem, and 
have been originating from both 
the Assembly and Senate 

Among the measures currently 
being considered, SB 16, by 
Senator David Roberti (D - Los 
Angeles), was recently sent to 
Governor Brown for his signature 

The bill, endorsed by Brown 
will create a state loan fund and a 
non - profit corporation to ad- 
munister low - interest loans totai- 
ing $2.5 million for qualified small 
businesses that want to deveiop 
buy or sell alternative energy 
equipment 

Also sponsored by Roberti is SB 
1205. This measure was significan-

tly amended in response tc 
suggestions from ihe governor 
The bill, a general obligation bond 
measure, is designed to provide 
$500 million for energy conser 
vation in California homes 

The $500 million would be 
generated by the sale of bonds. a 
proposal requiring approval of 
both the iegisiature and the voters 

The governor's proposed 
amendments would enable the 
Public Utilities Commission to re 
Quire that utilities provide low 
interest loans to customers who 
wish to insulate their attics, pur 
chase water heater blankets, solar 
hot water heaters and conserving 
shower heads 

The bill will aiso create ar 
Energy Development Authority to 
distribute $150 miilion in state 
tidelands ot! revenues through 
grants and low - interest loans for 
research and development of 
energy conservation projects over 
the next five years 

Aiso, the Energy Development 
Authority is intended to accelerate 
by five to 10 years the widespread 
cornmercial use of technologies 
such as biomass, cogeneration 
wind and solar energy 

if approved by the legislature in 
time, SB 1205, could appear on the 
November ballot. it is scheduled 
for a May hearing by the Senate 
Energy Subcommittee 

Also on the Senate side. SB 
1911, introduced by Senator 
Nicholas Petris (OD Qakland) 
proposes to discourage gasoline 
usage by eliminating tax deduc- 
tions for taxes paid on the sale of 
gasoline, diese! fuel and other 
fuels. The measure also attempts 
to encourage mass transit and van 
pooling by allowing tax deduc- 
tions for the purchase of public 
transit commute passes and the 


costs of providing van pool ser 
vices. It will be heard April 23 by 
the Senate Revenue and Taxati 
Committee 

From the Assembly side 
package of bills introduced by 
Assemblyman Me! Levine, a West 
Los Angeles Democrat, attempts 
to promote the development of 
conservation, soiar and alternative 
technologies 

AB 2030 would extend the solar 
tax Credit an additional five years 
The measure also would authorize 
similar credits for the installatio 
of energy conservation measures 
The maximum conservation credit 
allowable would be $500, while 
that for solar energy systems is 
$3,000. This proposal should be 
voted on by the full Assembly by 
the end of the month

Asse.nblyman Phil Wyman (A - 
Lancaster) introduced ACA61 and 
AB 2281 in an effort to exempt the 
costs of scolar systems from 
property tax assessments 

‘One of the snags of the solar 
tax credit is that, though use of 
these systems was stimulated by 
fax credits, local authorities are 
eager to reassess property 
substantially improved with 
installation of such systems,” 
Wyman said. AB 2281 was being 
discussed Thursday in the Assem- 
bly Ways and Means Committee,

"They're 
interested in doing it (funding an initial pro effort), 
and also as a kind of a business interest.” 

There is no doubt, Rappieye admitted, that the 
venture is a gamble, perhaps the greatest of his 23 
years.

The adjustment period has been made bearable 
by the aid of Haggin Oaks golf pro Ken Morton, and 
Ladies Professional Golf Association (LPGA) tour- 
ing pro Carole Jo Skala, who recently returned to 
Sacramento to work at Lindale Golf Center 

Morton has been working with Rappleye on the 
CSUS senior's swing, especially driving, while Skala 
h&s helped strengthen Rappleye's chipping and put- 
ting. 

Other professionals with whom Rappleye has 
played are touring pros Bob Lunn and Bob E. Smith, 
the latter a graduate of Sacramento State College 

When he enters his first pro tournament, Rap- 
pleye must forfeit his amateur status. But, he said, 
that is academic.

Jaime White's Olympic future is still uncertain 
since it's all up to the Mexican Olympic Committee, 

All he can do is wait for word from Mexico. But he 
waits with the knowledge that he ran the race of his 
life twice within two weeks
